Initial influences range from 
Grandmaster Flash, The Message, Last 
Poets, and Quincy Johnson to infamous 
songs like Public Enemy’s “Black Steel in 
the Hour of Chaos" and N.W.A.'s “Fuck 
the Police.” “Then | was in it for sure," 
Jeet Kei said in a recent-interview with 
CFUV. : 

But it took race riots in L.A. and 
increased activity around the de- 
celebration of Columbus’ invasion of the 


Americas to help prompt Jeet Kei into 


writing, performing and recording. 
Kei describes “Fanna of the Flames of 
Rebellion" as “just straight-up 


_. consciousness—people of colour talkin’ 


on the railways and other peoples of 
colour, “we have some basis for solidarity 
on this continent based on our 
histories...and the last line [of “Fanna of 
the Flames"] is ‘500 years and it's time 
they learned that when the colours are 
radical worlds will burn.” | 
The practice of making connections is 
at the heart of Jeet Kei’s hip-hop work— 
and to do this Kei has brought in sound 
bytes not heard on other recordings, like 
Cantonese opera tracks or clips from 


Kung-Fu movies... 


Overall, these connections come back 


to the hip-hop musical style. “Hip hop is | 


the music of Black people of the ghetto 
voicing their experiences that otherwise 


peoples (especially in Vancouver and 
around San Francisco) have taken on hip- 
hop with zeal, says Jeet Kei. 

Kei is currently working on raising 
money to record and release a six or seven 
song cd next spring (maybe through a 
Factor grant), and is driven by a strong 
commitment to get his rhymes out into the 
world. “My main thing is | want to be 
speaking to Asian kids and other kids of 
colour...whatever means get that across 
I'm happy with...For Asian kids there's no 
one out there doing that kind of [hip-hop] 
fusion, that thing from our perspective.” 

lf you are interested in Jeet Kei's hip-

“You know, when | first started tryin’ to make my own beat and | had this like $90 thing,

The Irish nationalists 
refused to sit in British parliament and met in Dublin to 
proclaim Irish independence and organize their own 
national assembly, the Dail Eireann.

political speakers is a tough job, but 
someone's got to do it: and the Under the 
Volcano crew does it well. 

It all started with that trust that only 
people who share marijuana at bus stops 
can have. Then came the bus ride itself, 
full of unusual shapes, sizes, and smells, 
and the eventual entrance to a beautiful 


ocean-side park where loud (and free) 
speech was the rule. 

A quick look around the political tables 
revealed a wide variety of flavours— 
animal rights, .Clayoquot Sound, 
republican Ireland, Middle-East peace, and 
the ever-present socialists. 

Under the Volcano’s theme for 1994 
was neo-colonialism in light of the 
Stolenwealth Games, and powerful 
performers like Kelly White got everyone 
shouting for liberation: “It's here and it's 
now...take your stand. De-colonize!" 
Okanagan-national and poet Jeanette 
Armstrong also spoke to the intent and 
eager crowd, but the third indigenous 
speaker, Haida-Gwaii Elder Lavina White 
was notably absent reportedly due to lack 
of transportation arrangements on the 
festival's part. 

Nevertheless, cries of “Libertad!” 
(freedom) were the rallying calls of Kin 
Lalat, a band united in excellent musical 
talent and life-long experiences of 
struggling for dignity and liberation for 
their Guatemalan homeland. Jeet Kei 
brought out the local-turned-global aspect 
of colonialism with his uplifting hip-hop 
songs like “Chinaman Dread." 

The Volcano finally. blew up with 
P.O.W.E.R.'s revolutionary calls for 
smashing the “world entire ruling-elite” 
while smoke filled the mosh pit and video 
images of the KKK and Bill Clinton were 
shown behind the strutting bouree- 
sporting flame-carrying lead singer, Che. 
(P.O.W.E.R. is actually two people, but 
Krys Kills was denied access into Canada at 
the American border.) : tie 

Che's raps were perfectly smooth, and 
his laughter and comradery with the front 
rows showed a powerful and charasmatic 


_ Side to the demonized category of rap/hip- 


hop. P.O.W.E.R.'s force lies not just with 
the staged performance but with the lyrics’ 
uncompromising call for the end to 
capitalism and white-supremacy. 

Only when you hear words that 


_threaten those in power do you realize 


how typically silenced such calls are; Che 

ended the evening by telling the crowd he 

still has a lot more to rap about, but can't.

Art Spiegelman is well known in the 
“mature” comic book world for co- 
founding and co-editing RAW, an 
innovative and cutting journal of excellent 
illustrated food for thought. Spiegelman's 
Maus: A Survivor's Tale is the collected 
comic strips from RAW about his dealing 
with the Holocaust as a second-generation 
Survivor. © 

Through cAieeeiniaw’ s portrayal of 
himself, his own family, and his father, the 
reader enters an almost surreal picture of 
living through the Nazi extermination of 
over six million Jews and dealing with that 
oppression's continued effects on 
Holocaust survivors. Maus is an extensive 
239 pages, but be forewarned that your 


emotions and anger will stretch much 


further than pages can measure. 


* eae is a series also covering the 


ground of systemic oppression and 
brute torture of a people but from a more 
removed perspective: that of an American 


See 94 UVSS Student Handbook — 
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writer investigating the horrors of Israeli 
military rule over Palestinians. Joe Sacco is 
able to retell stories told him by 
Palestinians in a detailed and suitably 
complex way. Palestine #4 focuses on the 
treatment of Palestinian prisoners, both 
women and men (though predominantly 
men) supporting various political 
organizations. 

Both Maus and Palestine a are testaments 
to experiences unthinkable by most 
readers. Their comic-book style may seem | 
inappropriate, but it actually allows the 
privileged reader to access these stories 
with a necessary barrier to the pain of the 
original suffering. The scenes are graphic, 
but not gory, and Spiegelman has even 
gone to the length of drawing the human 
characters as animals so as to make the 
presentation of the Holocaust a little more 
bearable. 

These comics must be read—and 
seen—to be believed.
